Neighbors chip in for family 


BROOKFIELD TOWNSHIP, Ohio 


(AP) -'Two WMkt MO, Mr. and Mn. 
Russell Custer wore told they might IOM 
thtir nine children to foster homes 
because of conditions in their dirt- 
floored shanty. 


Today the family Is getting ready to 


move into a new $30.000 home, a present 
from this small Trumbull County com- 
munity and neighboring businesses. 


Only $3,700 of the total is unpaid. That 


was part of a 15.000 bill for lumber. All 
the other materials and all of the labor 


so far has been donated. 


It all started when the Trumbull 


County Children's Services Agency not- 
ified the Custers that the children 
probably would have to be relocated 
because their home was a flretrap. 


Custer, an industrial worker who 


spends his $tt a week paycheck on food, 
couldn't afford to move from the home 
he built years ago. So a local minister, 
several welfare board members and 
Ouster's employer began spreading the 
word. 


A local construction firm erected the 


house shell without charge. Walls and 
shingles were tacked on by volunteers. 


Other volunteers installed plumbing, 


wiring and a furnace; and a Sharon, Pa., 
furniture company donated the fur- 
nishings. A township firm gave the 
family 90 days of insurance coverage. 


David B. Home, a trucker who headed 


the committee that organized the 
project, said there would be other ex- 
penses. But he called the new home 
"kind of like a miracle." 
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Nixon to turn over 
more tapes, papers 


WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon announced today he will turn over 
additional personal notes, dictation belts 
and tape recordings to federal court in 
the Watergate case. At almost the same 
moment, his lawyer told the court that a 
subpoeaned dictaphone belt doesn't 
exist. 


Nixon said he would make the addit- 


ional material available in an effort to 
clear up "once and for all" what hap- 
pened in two crucial Watergate conver 
sations. 


The White House first agreed to turn 


over tape recordings of the two conver- 
sations along with seven others, then 
said two weeks ago it had determined 
that tapes of the two conversations did 
not exist. 


One concerned a meeting Nixon held 


with ousted White House Counsel John 
W. Dean III on April 15,1973. The White 


House said in June that Nixon had die- 
tated on a desk recorder his own 
impression of the meeting. 


Today, White House counsel J. Fred 


Buzhardt told U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica that the dictaphone belt 
doesn't exist, either. He said its 
nonexistence was determined Nov. 5, a 
week after the White House said the two 
tapes couldn't be located, either. 


Buzhardt, under sharp questioning 


from a Justice Department prosecutor, 
said that only some written notes of the 
Nixon-Dean meeting have been located. 


Dean has charged that Nixon knew 


about the Watergate cover-up. Nixon has 
denied it. Watergate probers have hoped 
the tapes of this and other Nixon-Dean 
meetings would resolve the question. 


In an announcement, Nixon said he

Abuses claimed 
in SBA lending 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Potentially 


criminal abuses in the Small Business 
Administratio s lending operations have 
been reported by a House Banking sub- 
committee. 


A member of the subcommittee told 


The Associated Press the allegations 
include the possible influence of or- 
ganized crime on SBA loan activities and 
the discovery of millions of dollars in 
bad debts. 


The subcommittee on Small Busines 


turned its evidence over to the Justice 
Department last week andhas sum- 
moned the SBA's top auditor, Frank 
Nicholas, to appear before it Wednes- 
day. 


It also recommended, in effect, that 


Congress stop the SBA from making 
more loans until criminal investigations 
are completed. 


In a letter to Banking Committee 


Chairman Wright Patman, subcommit- 
tee chairman Robert Stephens said his 
group had "uncovered some serious 
problems in the administration of SBA 
offices and their loan and guarantee 
programs. Some of the problems are so 
severe that criminal prosecution may be 
in order." 


Because of this, Stephens said, "it 


would be unwise for Congress to grant 
the agency more than $2 billion of new 
loan authority until the problems are 
corrected and criminal investigations 
are concluded." 


Stephens asked Patman for the full 


committee's concurrence in the sub- 
committee's action last Thursday, to 
table a pending Senate-passed bill which 
would raise the SBA lending ceiling to 
16.6 billion. 


The SBA was created to help small 


businessmen who can't get credit 
through traditional channels. It can lend 
only up to its statutory ceiling, currently 
$4.3 billion, and then is precluded from 
further activity until outstanding loans 
are repaid. 


Stephens noted that the SBA is ex- 


pected to exhaust its supply of loan 
money by late November. 


The SBA's top auditor, Nicholas, 


director of tht Office of Portfolio 
Review, has been call?d to appear before 
to a closed-door hearing Wednesday. 
And Stephens said SBA Administrator 
Thomas Kleppe, a former Republican 
congressman from North Dakota, would 
be called later. 


Kleppe did not return a reporter's 


calls seeking his comment on the sub- 
committee's announcement.

In a four-page statement issued from

documents. 


Nixon said "there is no question in my 


mind but that the open court hearing, 
now being conducted, will demonstrate 
to the court's satisfaction the truth of our 
statements that these conversations 
were never recorded." 


He referred to a four-minute talk with 


former Atty. Gen. John Mitchell on June 
20, 1972 and a 55-mmute session with 
former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III on April 15, 1973. 


The White House has told the court 


that these conversations were never 
recorded —the Mitchell one because it 
was on a phone not booked into the taping 
system, and the Dean one because a 
recording reel ran out of tape. 


The White House announcements that 


two of the nine subpoenaed tapes never 
existed led to a hearing before U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. Sirica. 


Nixon's announcement today marked 


his first major step in a newly announced 
effort to tell his side of the Watergate 
affair and attempt to clear up the ques- 
tions that have been raised. 


He presented his statement at a 90- 


minute breakfast meeting with 
members of the Republican Coordinat- 


ing Committee —the first of a series of 
meetings he plans to hold this week with 
all of the Republican members of 
Congress and some Democratic 
congressmen as well. 


Nixon said that since coming to office 


he has maintained a personal diary file 
which consists of notes he personally 
took during meetings and of dictation 
belts on which he recorded recollections. 


Nixon said he has located a dictation 


belt he recorded on the evening of June 
20,1972, which included references to the 
telephone call with Mitchell and he is 
going to submit that to the court. 


The President also said that he held 


two meetings with Dean on Monday, 
April 16,1973, the final meetings before 
Dean left the White House staff. 


Nixon said these conversations were 


recorded on the White House taping 
system and "there are references 
throughout the conversation on the 
morning of April 16 to the conversation 
held the evening before," on April 15, 
with Dean. 


The President said he would volun- 
tarily submit the April 16 tape to help the 
court in its efforts. 


He said he has also authorized his 


counsel to make available to the court 
three other reels of tape that were not 
covered by the subpoena of the nine 
conversations the court originally 
sought. 


These are the full reels of telephone 


recordings covering the period of June 
20,1972 and two reels of tape which were 
on the recorders in his Executive Office 
Building office on April 15, 1973. 


Supreme Court won't 
refine death penalty rule

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Supreme 


Court today rejected a plea for new, 
more definite guidelines on the cons- 
titutional use of the death penalty. 


The justices declined to hear an 


appeal brought by a Utica, N.Y., 
prosecutor who said his case "presents 
the very heart of the capital punish- 
ment debate" that followed the court's 
treatment of the issue last year. 


In other action today, the court: 


-Agreed to decide whether govern- 


ment-owned advertising media must 
accept political advertisements. The 
case involves an appeal by an Ohio state 
legislator who wanted his political ads 
displayed alongside commercial ads on 
advertising cards in Shaker Heights, 
Ohio, transit cars. 


-Affirmed changes in procedure by 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that eased the path railroads must follow 
to abandon uneconomical routes. 


-Upheld the draft evasion convictions

GOP hopefuls for '76 already in trouble

trated in the difficulties of three 1976 
Republican hopefuls, Ronald Reagan,

nally. 


All three have been running into 
trouble this fall in the opening moves 
of what they hope will be successful 
White House bids in ItTf. 


Reagan and Rockefeller encountered 
significant setbacks in last week's 
off>year election, white Connelly's star 
dimmed amid last month's OOF outciy 
at the pMtMllty he might become vtoe 


He planned to make it a major plank 
in his expected presidential bid. 


But the proposal was rejected 


decisively Tuesday, by more than 
300,000 votes. The complex issue was 
seen by many as a referendum on 
Reagan himself. 


The 82-year-old governor was undet- 


erred, however, declaring he might use 
the issue "to reveal to people bow 
difficult It is to halt the growth of 
government, the entrenched position 
that the government establishment

state. His home county of Westchester, 
for the first time in history, elected a 
Democratic county executive. 


Other suburban and most upstate 


areas also showed some decline in 
traditional Republican strength, while 
the GOP virtually was wiped out in 
New York City. 


A |3.5-billion transportation bond 
issue, for which he had campaigned, 
also was defeated. 


In neighboring New Jersey, where 


Rockefeller went to campaign for

As for Connally, some friends think 


he has suffered substantially from the 
reaction that occurred when it was 
speculated Nixon would pick him last 
month to succeed the resigned Agnew. 


Republican leaders in the Senate said 


flatly that selection of the former 
Democratic governor would split the 
party and he would be rejected. 


Nixon's request to GOP lawmakers 


for a listing of favorites brought a 
noticeable lack of support for Connally. 


There also were inklings from the 


Connally camp that tht Texan had 
decided he didn't want the nomination 
anyway, out of a desire to keep some 
distance from Niaan and the detailed 
background investigation that faced the 


presidential 
nominee.

Kissinger, Mao

Henry A. Kissinger met with Mao Tse- 
tung for two hours Monday night, but 
details of their talks were not disclosed.

The 
second was in February of this year.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (AP) -A

Police said Brian Barfield, 33, of Fort 


Lauderdale, and his wife, Jeraldme, 26, 
were driving along a city street Sunday 
evening when a car pulled alongside and 
a man pointed a gun at them, forcing 
them to stop. 


Another car pulled up behind the 


Bar-fields and the couple was blindfolded 
before being driven to an apartment, 
police said. 


According to Mrs. Barfield's account 


to police, her husband was bound with 
electrical cord, doused with an uniden- 
tified liquid and set ablaze. His wife was 
held captive but unharmed, police said. 


The couple was later ordered to leave 


the apartment and found their car out- 
side, police said. 


Mrs. Barfield told police she drove her 


husband to Holy Cross Hospital where he 
was admitted in serious condition suf- 
fering from third degree burns on his 
arm, right leg and back. 


Police said the attack was apparently 


racially motivated because of remarks 
made to the couple while they were held 
captive. Officers said Mrs. Barfield 
could not pinpoint the location of the 
apartment. 


Earlier this year, a young white 


woman died after being attacked and set 
afire by a group of black youths in 
Boston. And a black derelict died in 
Miami last month after he was set on fire 
by three young blacks.

U.S. officials with Kissinger have not 


disclosed any details of the secretary's 
conversations since he arrived Satur- 
day after his Middle East peace 
mission. But they said it was unlikely 
that the visit, Kissinger's sixth to 
China, would produce an agreement to 
open full diplomatic relations between 
Washington and Peking. 


Kissinger goes to Tokyo on Tuesday. 
Speculation that closer ties are the 


chief topic in Kissinger's talks was 
fueled by a banquet toast he made 
Saturday night: "We are determined to 
do much to complete the process we 
started two years ago as rapidly as 
possible." 


The first meeting between Kissinger 


and Chou was held Saturday night after 
a lavish welcoming banquet. They met 
again for 3% hours Sunday md later 
that day went to a ballet about the 
Chinese revolution. 


Kissinger went sightseeing today 


with Deputy Foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuan-hua. Strolling through the 15th 
century Temple of Heaven in southern 
Peking, Chiao noted it was his first 
visit there in 25 years. 


"I'm going to explain it to him," 


quipped Kissinger, who had been there 
in October 1971 


Later in the walk, Kissinger ob- 
served: "The Chinese never make 
tricks. They're tough but fair. Not like 
some others." He did not elaborate. 


Chiao laughed a lot as Kissinger was 


talking, and the secretary commented: 
"That makes it tough. You don't know 
when you're doing well."

And 
that's too bad because exterior flab is 
also a visible sympton of interior flab — 
the kind that can eventually lead to heart 
attacks, hypertension, and other high- 
powered unpleasantness. 


Flab is nourished by cars and elevat- 


ors and push-button appliances and it 
refuses to be unseated by occasional 
bouts of earnest exercise. Here are some 
ways you can build antiflab activities 
into your normal, everyday routine. 


If your workday has no builtin demand 


for foot-power, shoehorn it in artificially 
by walking part way to work. The aim is 
to make walking habitual. And keep in 
mind that it's not just the quantity of 
walking that counts, but also the quality. 
Walk briskly, and train yourself to be 
consciously aware of those muscles in 
your thighs, belly and legs that stretch 
and tense with each step. Likewise for 
the bending, stooping and reaching you 
do in daily chores at work or at home. 
Many doctors consider striding the best 
—and safest —kind of exercise. Unlike a 
strenuous crash exercise program, it 
won't put undue strain on the heart in a 
rusty body. 


In bicycling, consistency is the key - 


which means that weekend outings are 
good, but biking to work daily is better.

One popular model was taken 
off the market by the FDA because of its 
"potential for danger to the heart and 
other vital body organs." 


Just remember,, with gadgets or 


without, regularity is the name of the 
exercise game.

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Rape is no longer an anonymous statistic

Rape is no longer an anonymous sta- 


tistic. 


Recently, Fox Valley residents were 


confronted with the rape of two Little 
Chute teen-agers by members of a 
Chicago motorcycle gang. Nine-year- 
old Lisa French failed to return home 
Halloween night from trick or treating. 


Second in series 


iShe was found dead and sexually 
molested. A Kimberly girl was admit- 
ted to St. Elizabeth Hospital last 
Monday after being raped and beaten. 


Calvin Spice, Outagamie County 


sheriff, indicated that six forcible 
rapes made the county police blotter 
from January to Sept. 30 of this year. 
Four were cleared with arrest. No 
complaint was issued on one charge 
and the assailant could not be located 
on the other. 


Of the 121 charges issued in the Lit- 


tle Chute rape case, 114 were dropped. 
According to Spice, out of the 13 in- 
dividuals arrested, five pleaded guilty 
to one count each of having sexual 
intercourse with a minor and two 
pleaded guilty to contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor — charges 
that he said usually bring prison 
terms. 


"The counts were dropped as a 


direct result of plea bargaining between 
the district attorney's office and the 
defense attorneys. 


"It's my opinion," said Spice, "that 


the D.A.'s office painted such a black 
picture of what the girls were going to 
have to go through that I think the 
parents would have agreed to almost 
any type of charges to keep their 
daughters from testifying. 


"I didn't call this plea barganing. I 


call it give-away," he said tersely. 
"The only winners were the criminal 
factor. What's going to keep anyone 
else from doing this? Somewhere jus- 


tice has to act as a deterrent." 


Explained the sheriff, most reported 
rapes in Outagamie County occur after 
a woman meets a stranger at a dance 
or tavern. "They aren't forced into a 
car like in the D.C. Eagles occurrence. 
Most of them don't suspect that 
anything like this is going to happen to 
tn&IYl* 


According to Spice, there is very 


little a woman can do if she is attacked 
other than scream. 


Outagamie County police are taught 
to give first aid to the victim and to get 
immediate medical attention for her. 
Calming her is part of that first aid. 
Trained in gathering and preserving 
evidence, they then follow up available 
leads before presenting their findings 
to the district attorney's office. 


"Once this happens, it's out of our 


hands whether or not there is 
prosecution," the sheriff stated. 


"Our job is the protection of citizens 


and the apprehension of violators. It's 
the D.A.'s job to prosecute. That's 
what's so frustrating." 


If the victim says she's been raped, 


"from the onset it's rape," said Spice. 
"You believe the victim until it's 
proven otherwise...just like an in- 
dividual who says he's been robbed." 


Concurring that the incidence of rape 


in the county is on the increase, he 
continued. "As this becomes a me- 
tropolitan area, crimes against people 
will increase. If they're not dealt with 
strongly, 
they 
will 
continue to 


increase. Somewhere along the line, 
you have to show the criminal that he 
can't walk away laughing. 


Spice favors a closed courtroom 


when those involved in morals cases 
are testifying. 


"Probably the reason why 75 per 


cent of all morals offenses are not 
reported is because of the victim's fear 
of scandal. 


"I think girls are ashamed of what 


has happened. The victims have a hard 
enough time explaining to an officer or 
the district attorney in private what 
has transpired much less testifying in 
a crowded courtroom." 


Concluded Spice, "I would believe 


that the victims know what they've 
gone through and in order to get the 
offender out of society so that the 
reoccurrence of the offense does not 
take place , they're going to have to 
testify."

pact of rape in Outagamie County, 
county Dist. Atty. John J. Ensley 
deferred comment. 


Capt. Jerome Kavaney, of the city's 
detective bureau, had facts at his fin- 
gertips as well as clipped newspaper 
articles strewn across his desk top at 
the Appleton Police Department. 


The headlines attested to his invol- 


vement in the subject. They read: 
"The men have failed...Let the women 
punish rapists." "U.S. crime drops, 
but murders, rapes up." "Woman foils 
abduction effort but is slashed." 
"Rape victims find little sympathy." 


One victim was quoted as saying, "I 


felt shame. I felt unclean. I felt I was 
not believed. I no longer felt nice. I 
would be blamed." 


Kavaney indicated that according to 


Wisconsin Criminal Justice informa- 
tion, 376 rapes were reported in the 
state in 1972 — an increase of 9 per 
cent. Milwaukee registered a 134 per 
cent increase from January through 
June of this year. Since 1967 there has 
been a 70 per cent increase in rape in 
the United States. 


Two rape cases were reported to city 


police last year and in both cases the 
women did not wish to prosecute, said 
Kavaney. Charges 
were dropped 


because they feared the ensuing em- 
barrassment. Two assault cases were 
reported. The assailents fled after the 
women screamed. 


According to the captain, if there are 


any doubts "it's because of the story 
being told. What's happened is that 
they were late coming home and they 
needed something to tell their hus- 
bands." 


Pointing to the difficulty in obtaining 


a conviction on a rape charge, 
Kavaney, who also favors closed hear- 
ings, noted that "most people have a 
tendency not to believe it unless she 
shows signs of physical abuse. Other- 
wise, they (the jury) won't believe 
her." 


"The fact is that the defense drags 


out a case as long as possible. She says 
'What's the use?' She's subjected to 
ridicule. They try to show her up as a 
loose woman." 


Kavaney urged rape victims to speak 


out, not only in their own defense, but 
to prevent the crime from happening 
again to someone else. 
The legal aspects encountered by 


rape victims were outlined by Appleton 
attorney, Jim Long. 


According to the lawyer, there is a 


distinction between rape and robbery - 
two crimes against people. 


He explained that in robbery the 


question is a simple one. Was the 
money taken or not? "In rape the 
question is was the person raped or did 
she have intercourse?" 


In four years as .district attorney, 


Long recalled only one charge of rape. 
That charge was later reduced to for- 
nication. He feels there is little 
evidence to conclude that rape is on 
the increase in the county. 


Explained Long, determining "ut- 


most resistance," a relative legal 
term, poses many considerations: 1. 
temperament of the victim; 2. rela- 
tions to the party; 3. her state of 
health; 4. her physical strength; 5. her 
age; 6. her experience; 7. her courage; 
8. her nervous condition at the time; 9. 
and perhaps other circumstances na- 
turally offering her powers of resis- 
tance. 


Physical evidence also plays an in- 


tegral part in the victim's testimony, 
he added. "If she says she was beaten 
up and has no marks, they question 
her charge." Also scrutinized by the 
defense attorney is her reason for tes- 
tifying. 


"A lot of credibility is given to those 


who scream rape." 


Long, too, noted there is a degree of 


hesitancy in bringing charges. "She 
doesn't want the shame. She's afraid it 
will damage her reputation which, un- 
fortunately, it will." 


Outside of a polygraph test, which 


"can give a prosecutor a feeling of 
assurance as to what he's doing in 
court," the guilt or innocence of the 
accused rests with the jury. 


But, 
queried Long, "How do you 


know it was really rape and not a 
dissatisfied customer? You can't prove 
intent to encourage."

A heart discard indicates that South 


has no interest in the heart suit and 
makes it easy for East to throw a heart 
or two away. South must eventually 
guess the location of the queen of clubs 
to make the game. 


DISCARDS A CLUB 


When the hand was actually played, 


South didn't have to guess. On the third 
round of spades, South threw a small 
club from dummy. This made it look as 
though he had very little interest in the 
clubs. 


Mind you, this wasn't a sure-fire 


maneuver, but this simple play of dis- 
carding from the suit that you really 
want will fool the enemy more often than 
not. 


In this case it had a great success. 


East had to discard on the third round of 
diamonds, and who can blame him for 
throwing a club rather than a heart? 
East also had to discard on the fourth 
diamond, and he then threw another 
club. 


Naturally, South had no further trou- 


ble In finding the queen of clubs and in 
making the game and rubber.

The ailing house 


Chill floor 
tile then 
remove 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: I have read that chilling ceramic 


floor tile with dry ice makes it easy to 
remove them, because the great cold 
works through and turns the cement so 
brittle it loses its grip and the tiles can 
be pried up with a putty knife. Would 
this method also work for vinyl tiles I'd 
like to take up? — Wauwatosa. 


A: Yes, it would. Frankly, it would be 


safer too with vinyl than ceramic tile, in 
my opinion. Sudden chilling like that 
could conceivably cause ceramic tile to 
crack. If it didn't, you'd certainly have 
to handle it delicately until it had 
warmed up naturally again after 
removal. But this dry ice is excellent for 
vinyl tile, also asphalt tile. 


Q: Under my kitchen Is an L-shaped 


crawl space with a dirt floor. It Is very 
uneven, and mildew down there is very 
heavy. The unevenness is such that I 
doubt if heavy plastic sheeting would be 
effective at sealing rising ground 
dampness. Is there any kind of product 
which could be sprayed on this floor to 
stop the mildew? There is very little 
ventilation. —Akron, Ohio. 


A: Friend, your problem is the ven- 


tilation. If you'll have screened and 
lOuvered vents cut in those walls, at 
least one to a wall, you'll do more to stop 
the formation of mildew than even 
spraying on a concrete covering (the 
only spray product I can think of for 
this). Then cover the floor with the 
plastic sheeting, cementing the laps 
with roofing cement, and your mildew 
problem should wind down. 


Q: We find it necessary to paint our 


concrete patio all too frequently because 
the paint peels after a short time. Is 
there any special paint we should use? - 
Chicago. 


A: If more such patios were built over 


a gravel drainage bed and over a wa- 
terproofing layer of heavy plastic sheet- 
ing, paint would stay on a lot better. But 
without this construction, I frankly don't 
recommend any paint, unless one is 
willing to repaint at regular intervals 
when peeling commences. By far the 
safest way of all to have a colored patio 
is to mix lime-proof cement colors right 
into the concrete mix as it is being 
poured. Then the slab is the same color 
for, its full depth. However, this old dog 
is more than willing to learn a new trick. 
If any kind friend can guarantee a paint 
that won't peel off unwaterproofed 
concrete patio, I'd be most happy to 
know about it.

sumers Institute. To help you shop 
wisely, here's a look at some recent 
major improvements in home laundry 
equipment which you should be aware 
of. 


Capacity in 1948 was nine pounds. A 


decade ago this had increased to 12-14 
pounds. Today, capacities generally 
range from 14 to 20 pounds with 14-18 
being most common. That means extra 
large wash loads can be done, conserv- 
ing on water and the fuel to heat it. If 
you do a lot of small loads, look for a 
machine with the removable mini-tub 
feature and variable-fill capacity. 


Most washers perform best when at 


least two-thirds full. Studies have shown 
that most homemakers fill their 
washers with only half the amount of 
laundry machines really can handle. So, 
as a rule of thumb, when you think the 
tub is full, it's probably not. 


Soaking is the answer to removing 


difficult stains, such as grass, grease 
and blood. In any machine you can soak 
manually -just fill the tub, stop the 
machine and later advance the control 
to pump it out. However, some new 
machines provide completely automatic 
soak cycles. There's one, for example 
that permits a soak period for from as 
little as 13 minutes up to 10 hours —then 
the machine automatically pumps out, 
brings in fresh water, dispenses deter- 
gent and goes into the pre-programmed 
wash cycle. 


Many new machines now have special 


cycles for knit fabrics that are revolu- 
tionizing clothing just as permanent 
press did when it was first introduced. 
Knit cycles provide gentle agitation and 
a special cool-down rinse at the end of 
the cycle so wrinkles will not set. 


Fabric, bleach and detergent dis- 


pensers are fairly commonplace, 
although they are not always all on the 
same model. And some require loading 
during the wash cycle. A time- and 
step-saving solution is a new dispensing 
system which allows all additives to be 
loaded at one time into a special dis- 
penser in the washer lid. Then, at the 
proper time, they are automatically 
diluted and dispensed into the wash. 


Sometimes you need something in an 


awful hurry —a swim suit, perhaps, or a 
clean shirt. Some machines have rapid 
wash cycles which will wash, rinse and 
spin dry a small load in 10 minutes or so, 
ready to pop into the dryer. A shirt can 
go from dirty laundry basket to a man's 
back in as little as a half hour.

Will energy crisis effect 
world's households?

NEW YORK (AP)-True or false: If 


housewives are forced by the energy 
shortage to curtail their use of "work 
saving" devices they won't have time 
enough to complete all their daily 
chores. 


Imagine, for instance, how time con- 


suming it might be to walk rather than 
drive the kids to school, how burden- 
some to whip the batter by hand, how 
irritating to wash the dishes instead of 
delivering them to the machine. 


Now, in apparent contradiction to the 


popular notion, a study conducted in 12 
countries with widely different cultures 
and levels of industrialization suggests 
that no greater time will be needed. 


The study shows that regardless of 


time and labor saving devices, women 
seem self-compelled to put in time on 
household chores. 


To illustrate, the researchers point out 


that in Kragujavac, Yugoslavia, where 
most homes lack running water, the 
women spend just one minute more on 
chores than in Osnabruck, West Ger- 
many, where conveniences are taken for 
granted. 


The study, called the Multinational 


Comparative Time-Budget Research 
Project, was conducted in Belgium, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, East Ger- 
many, France, Hungary, Peru, Poland, 
the United States, Soviet Union, West 
Germany and Yugoslavia. 


Analyzing the U.S. data, John Robin- 


son and Philip Converse of the Institute 
for Social Research at the University of 
Michigan suggest that the time saved by 
convenience devices and products is 
quickly absorbed in other chores. 


Joann Vanke, a sociology lecturer who 


compared the U.S. data with earlier 
studies, agreed. 


"While the routine maintenance as- 


pects of household work such as cooking 
and cleaning have become simpler, 
today's housekeeper has turned the ex- 
tra time not to leisure but to the 
managerial aspects of household 
work...." 


Even outside jobs that help pay for 


those labor-saving devices seem unable 
to free women from their "devotion" to 
household work. On weekends, the study 
found, the employed woman nearly 
doubles her time on household chores. 


In contrast, employed men utilize 


weekends to "indulge themselves in 
relatively large amounts of leisure ac- 
tivity." So also do women who have no 
outside job. 


"All told, the time-budget data form a 


rather compelling social document 
suggesting that problems faced bv the 
working woman have not been adequate- 
ly solved in any of the countries sur- 
veyed," Converse and Robinson 
conclude.

Finance committee budget 
Very defensible': mayor

The Appleton Finance Committee 


has come up with "a good, solid bud- 
get —a very defensible product —after 
some very thoughtful debate and con- 
sideration." 


That's how Mayor James Sutherland 


views the proposed 1974 city budget 
that comes to the City Council for 
adoption tonight. 


The committee's budget carries a 


general 
city purpose tax levy of 


16,344,221, about 32 per cent more than 
this year's $4,817,219, but a total es- 
timated net tax rate equal to this 
year's $74.73 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation. 


The committee added $563,225 in ex- 


penditures and $294,438 in revenues to 
the mayor's executive budget, which 
carried a $6,075,434 general city tax 
levy and an estimated net tax rate for 
all purposes some 1.7 per cent lower 
than this year's net levy for Outagamie 
County residents of the city. 


The committee also changed the 


proposed bond issue for 1974: increas- 
ing it $16,557 to a new total of 
$2,119,586. The committee did not 
specify what the additions were, but 
made the move in order to keep the tax 
levy where it would yield a net tax rate 
equal to the 1973 rate. 


If tonight's session goes like it has in 


previous years, it will last a long time. 
Aldermen are expected to want to 
make some changes in the Finance 
Committee package, and one has 
already come up with a list of 18 
changes he has submitted to other 
aldermen for consideration before 
tonight's session. 


Sutherland said today he was pleased 


with the committee's handling of the 
budget. 


" I was very favorably impressed," 


he said, noting that the committee 
members had "done just what they 
should do" in considering the details of 
the budget and reviewing the policy 
decisions that are a part of it. 


Sutherland abstained from voting on 


final adoption of the Finance Commit- 
tee budget last week, although the 
mayor had voted on several individual 
items in the budget earlier. 


"The committee added too much," 


he said, pointing to the increased ex- 
penditures added to his executive 
package, including additional concrete 
street paving and sanitary sewer con- 
struction projects which had already 
been okayed by the City Council 
following a public hearing last month. 
Residents and aldermen urged tho 
committee to place the projects, which 
Sutherland had deleted from Public 


Works Director Robert Miller's initial 
request, back in the budget. 


The mayor, however, said he would 


reserve judgement on the net tax rate 
recomm ended by the Finance Com- 
mittee, although he agreed with com- 
mittee 
Chairman 
Aid. 
Delmar 


Schwaller (16th) that major annual 
fluctuations in the tax rate should not 
be allowed. 


"A lot can be said for stabilizing the 


tax rate,," said the mayor, "rather 
than having big jumps up and down 
every year." 


Before the committee adopted its 


final package last week, Schwaller said 
the City Council should strive to stabi- 
lize the rate so taxpayers would have 
an idea of what to expect in property 
taxes each year. 


Some of the major changes made by 


the committee, along with the addition 
of the street projects, was the cutting 
of $40,000 from the contingency fund 
(leaving it at $160,000) and the addition 
of the E. College Avenue repaving 
project to the proposed bond issue. 
Both items could be questioned by 
aldermen tonight.

— Phony free Inspections: Never 


permit itinerant workers to enter your 
premises for a free inspection. They 
have been known to do deliberate 
damage and then charge exorbitant 
prices to repair the damage. 


— Bait advertising: 
An extraor- 


dinarily low price should alert you. 
The advertiser may have no intention 
of selling this item but one that is of 
less value and at a considerably higher 
price. 


— Free offers: Keep in mind that 


many of these have a catch in them. If 
you go for the "free offer," be 
prepared to make a sizeable purchase. 
Remember that very little in life is 
free where business is concerned. 


—Phony survey: Insist on seeing the

Appleton economy 
shows solid gains

The economy of Appleton remained 


strong during September, continuing 
the trend of 1073 and maintaining a 
relatively significant gain over the 
indicators of a year ago, two Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Oshkosh economists 
said today. 


The report comparing September, 


1973, 
with August, 1973, and Sep- 


tember, 1972, was prepared as a part 
of the monthly economic reporting by 
Keith E. Voelker and Daniel W. Raaf, 
UWO economics department. 


Two key areas showed gains over the 


August period and over September of a 
year ago. These were total employment 
and large store retail sales. 


Total employment rose 4.5 per cent, 


or 4.8 points, over the employment of 
September, 1972, and .5 per cent, or .6 
points, over the total of August, 1973. 


The economists said the low August 


to September gain may be reflecting a 
near peak of employment gains that 
have been recorded since last June. 
The unemployment rate was a low 4 
per cent, down .4 per cent from a year 
ago but above the unadjusted statewide 
rate of 3.6 per cent, they said.

The economists use a point system 


for noting economic indicator changes.

The total employment picture shows 


September, 1972, at a 107.3 point level 
while August, 1973, was 111.5 and 
September, 1973, 112.1. That means 
that total employment in September, 
1973, was 12.1 per cent over the Sep- 
tember, 1971, level. 


The economists remarked that the 


large store retail sales have been 
strong in the Appleton area, showing a 
consistent improvement during the 
July-September quarter compared with 
that quarter last year. "This is in 
contrast to the recent national trend in 
total retail sales and to current 
experience in other Fox Valley cities," 
the economists said. 


The September, 1973, large store re- 


tail sales rose 15 per cent, or 15.3 
points, to 118.2 points from a year 
earlier, while the August to Sep- 
tember, 1973, gain was .7 per cent, or 
.8 points. 


The economic report showed that 


while manufacturing employment 
didn't change from August to Sep- 
tember, it rose 5.3 per cent, or 5.5 
points to 110.8 points from a year 
earlier. Meanwhile, average weekly 
earnings in manufacturing rose 6.5 per 
cent, or 7.4 points to 120.0 points from 
September, 1972, and 2 per cent, or 2.3 
points, from August, 1973. 


"This increase reflected primarily a 


rise in the average number of hours 
worked per week, although average 
hourly earnings also were up slightly," 
the economists said. 


The one soft spot in the economy, 


they said, was the residential building 
permits values, which dropped 15 per 
cent, or 21.2 points to 120.1 points, 


between September, 1972, and Sep- 
tember, 1973. 


"Although the value of residential 


building permits issued in September 
was above August, (94.5 points to 120.1 
points, a 27.1 per cent gain), "it was 
below the year-ago level and the 
cumulative total value of permits is- 
sued during the first nine months of 
1973 lags the same period in 1972," the 
economists said.

Since their arrest, authorities say they 


have discovered five more murder vic- 
tims in California and Arizona areas 
visited over the past month by Steelman 
and Gretzler. Police said those bodies 
were found with the help of information 
the two men gave in interviews with 
detectives.

I have to congra- 
tulate them for coming back together 
again," the dejected coach said, and 
added, "I'm sure the Pack is back and 
they are going to win a lot more 
games."

and inexperienced and hurt but we are 
a bunch of fighters. The trouble is that 
we ran up against another bunch of 
fighters out there today. 


Admires own club 


"I had to admire our ball club 


coming back after having everything 
go against them in the first half. If 
would have been easy for them to give 
up." 


In assessing the overall game Coryell 


noted, "Not to take anything away 
from Green Bay, they came out and 


played real well, but we were beating 
ourselves In the first half. We didn't 
make any great changes in the second 
Half but we weren't getting as many 
penalties or having as many things go 
wrong. We had to change a little when 
we got behind. We had to gamble 
more. 


"Our defense I thought had a 


tremendous effort in the second half 
and if it wouldn't have been for that 
blocked punt, the fumble and the 
penalties. . ."

Jim Hart, who hit on 19 of 30 passes 
for 196 yards and two touchdowns and 
Donny Anderson who rushed six times 
for 39 yards and caught two passes for 
24 yards.

GREEN BAY - John Brockington, a 


hungry football player, was pondering 
what might have been in Sunday's 
twilight. 


But for Les Goodman, a grateful 


rookie, what has been was more than 
sufficient for the moment. 


Brockington, whose 137 yards had 


spearheaded the Packers' best rushing 
output of the season en route to a 25-21 
victory over the Cardinals, pointed out, 
"I could have had a really great game 
if we hadn't stalled in the third 
quarter. But I'm not griping." 


The two-time 1,000-yarder, coming 


off the second most productive after- 
noon of his pro career, said he had 
been running no differently than in the 
past three games, all sub-par days for 
him. 


"When you're running and there's no 


hole, you can't accelerate," he said.

Goodman, meanwhile, was luxuriat-

Dear Dr. Thosteson: How far can 


temperature vary from 96.6 and still be 
considered normal? When I am feeling 
fine and take my temperature, it is 96.0 
or 98.1. 


I have even thrown thermometers 


away thinking they were faulty. But I 
also have taken someone else's 
temperature at the same time to find 
theirs is the normal 96.6. 


Recently, after I had an attack of flu 


with a high of 101.4, my temperature 
dropped to 97.6 for a day. — A.G. 


For starters, I'd suggest you take 


your temperature only when you feel ill, 
because you seem to have developed a 
"thing" about temperature. Read on 
and you'll see why. Meantime, think of 
all the money you'll save on ther- 
mometers. 


In a healthy person, body tempera- 


ture usually remains within a narrow 
range — but with some fluctuations. 
There'll be a little difference, say, 
between temperature when you get up 
after a good night's sleep and your 
temperature by 6 p.m. after a busy day. 
This variation can be as much as two 
degrees without meaning anything in 
particular. Certainly nothing to worry 
about. 


To get right down to figures, a 


temperature as low as 96.5 or as high as 
99.2 can be considered perfectly normal 
—keeping in mind that rest, activity and 
metabolism have their effect at various 
times. 


A variation of a degree or even two 


degrees between people is quite expec- 
table. 


So your readings are weli within nor- 


mal limits, and your 101.4 with the flu 
wasn't out of line for that condition. 


If you want to talk about extremes — 


which 
you 
have 
not 
remotely 


approached — convulsions may occur 
(but not always) at about 106 degrees, 
and brain damage occurs at 108. 


At the other extreme, a person loses 


consciousness at 91 degrees, and heart 
problems develop at about 83. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Two years ago 


my doctor prescribed 12 calcium pills a 
day for me. When I ask him if that isn't 
too much, he says, "You are doing fine, 
so just continue." 


I wonder if this amount of calcium 


could damage my kidneys or bladder. I 
am 68 and take thyroid pills. — E.B. 


At your age, a great many people are 


lacking in sufficient calcium and quite a 
few need moderate thyroid medication. 
The calcium is not going to harm kid- 
neys or bladder, and I think you are 
wasting nervous energy by this kind of 


worrying. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I've read more 


and more lately about the shots to dry 
up varicose veins. How good a method 
do you think this is? What is injected? 
My left leg is the only one marked, and 
it tires more easily, too. Will any doctor 
give me these shots if I ask? Do support 
hose help or are they a waste of money?

Earl is candidate

Attorney Thomas Jacobson, 35, of 


Milwaukee, whom Warren defeated in 
1970, has said he will seek the 
Democratic nomination again. 


Other possibilities include Dist. Atty.

County, former Atty. Gen. Bronson C. La 
Follette who lost a gubernatorial bid in 
1968, and state Rep. Edward Nager of

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon announced today that he will turn 
over to a federal court additional per- 
sonal notes and dictation belts and 
further reels of White House tapes in an 
effort to clear up "once and for all" 
doubts about two crucial Watergate 
conversations. 


The White House announced two 


weeks ago that subpoenaed tapes of the 
two conversations did not exist. Today 
a White House lawyer said a subpoenaed 
recording supposedly dictated by Nixon 
did not exist. 


In an announcement, Nixon said he 


has also agreed that a court-approved 
independent expert "employing the 
most advanced technological methods 
can examine all tapes in question for any 
evidence of alteration to the tapes " 
.uln,,l!ourpage statei»»ent issued from 
the White House, Nixon said he is taking 


these steps to "help determine the sub- 
stance of all nine conversations sub- 
poenaed by the court." 
, Watergate prosecutors 
had sub- 


poenaed nine White House Watergate- 
related tape recordings and allied 
documents. 


Nixon said "there is no question in my 


mind but that the open court hearing, 
now being conducted, will demonstrate 
to the court's satisfaction the truth of our 
statements that these conversations 
were never recorded."

20, 1972 and a 55-minute session with 
former White House counsel John W. 
Dean III on April 15, 1973.

Abuses claimed

WASHINGTON (AP) -Potentially

In a letter to Banking Committee 


Chairman Wright Patman, subcommit- 
tee chairman Robert Stephens said his 
group had "uncovered some serious 
problems in the administration of SBA 
offices and their loan and guarantee 
programs. Some of the problems are so 
severe that criminal prosecution may be 
in order." 


.Because of this, Stephens said, "it 


would be unwise for Congress to grant 
the agency more than $2 billion of new 
loan authority until the problems are 
corrected and criminal investigations 
are concluded." 


Stephens asked Patman for the full 


committee's concurrence in the sub- 
committee's action last Thursday, to 
table a pending Senate-passed bill which 
would raise the SBA lending ceiling to 
16.6 billion. 


The SBA was created to help small 


businessmen who can't get credit 
through traditional channels. It can lend 
only up to its statutory ceiling, currently 
$4.3 billion, and then is precluded from 
further activity until outstanding loans 
are repaid. 


Stephens noted that the SBA is ex- 


pected to exhaust its supply of loan 
money by late November.

tarily submit the April 16 tape to help the 
court in its efforts. 


He said he has also authorized his 


counsel to make available to the court 
three other reels of tape that were not 
covered by the subpoena of the nine 
conversations the court originally 
sought.

These are the full reels of telephone 


recordings covering the period of June 
20,1972 and two reels of tape which were 
on the recorders in his Executive Office 
Building office on April 15,1973. 


"It is my hope," the President said,

CLINTONVILLE . School district, 


induetry, etty and otter officials report 
that * general lowering of tempera- 
tures In buildings ha* been effected 
since President Nixon's Wednesday 
nlfht addreet on the energy crisis. 


A reduction In lighting also was 


noted by several. 


Officials are particularly concerned 


about the Bear Creek schools. Fuel oil, 
the only source of heat thereAis in short 
supply. An emergency will exist if a 
shipment of oil is not received there by 
Wednesday. 


At the Cllntonville Community hos- 


pital, heating of administrative offices 
has been reduced to 67 degrees; 
however, all patient areas are main- 
taining pre-Wednesday levels. Lighting 
is being reduced where possible, ac- 
cording to C. Vincent Cassiani, ad- 
ministrator. 


Several housewives report that they 


have set the thermostat down a couple 
degrees. Those having fireplaces or 
some auxiliary source of heating are 
making greater use of them. 


As one housewife said, "I'm glad to 


be able to set the thermostat down to 
68 degrees rather than the usual 72. 


This is comfortable for me, but it 
means my husband will have to dress 
a little warmer." 


A spokesman for FWD Corp., the 


city's largest employer, said that office 
and factory thermostats there were 
lowered to 65 degrees starting Thurs- 
day. 


Another local firm, is evaluating what 


actions to take including heat reduc- 
tion and possibly limitations on 
gasoline consumption. The possibility 
of working five days a week, 10 hours 
a day, rather than the present 5^-day 
work week is under consideration. 


At city hall, the temperature was cut 


from the low 70s to between 65 and 68 
degrees. 


The St. Martin Lutheran School is 


operating at a lower temperature and 
a closer watch is being kept on the use 
of lights. 


Daytime temperatures at the St. 


Rose Catholic School had been kept at 
72 degrees but has been lowered to 70 
degrees. The thermostat is turned 
down to 65 degrees for the other hours. 
The school is heated by natural gas. 


The Rev. Aloysius Knier, St. Rose 


pastor, said, "If they close schools 
in the winter, they'd better take away 
the snowmobiles from the children, 


because they certainly will lot* 
fuel than they'd by saving." 


Supt. V. J. Wadleigh of the Clinton- 


ville Joint School District No. 1 reported 
that temperatures are being kept at 72 
degrees in the classrooms during the 
day, but they are being reduced for 
evenings and weekends. Some evening 
activities may be curtailed. 


He said, "In areas like shop and gym, 


where students are active, we have 
already cut the temperature to 68 
degrees. But in classrooms, where the 
sutdents are sitting, particularly in 
elementary schools, we haven't changed

Congress should get to work 


It is pretty difficult to find any good news in Washington 


these days, but a survey by Congressional Quarterly on the 
business of Congress concludes that things are far from a 
Watergate paralysis. 


Actually, says CQ, Congress went into November in a 


somewhat tidier shape than in many recent years. Among 
the major items of scheduled business, only a defense 
appropriations bill loomed as an obstacle to a planned 
recess in early December. 


All that, of course, has changed with a suddenness. 


Congress must now act on the nomination of Rep. Gerald 
Ford to be vice president. The Senate must now act on the 
nomination of Sen. William Saxbe to be attorney general. 
Some sort of arrangement must be worked out to provide 
public assurances that Watergate special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski will have complete independence of action. And 
the House may even have to set up the framework for a 
future decision on whether there will be impeachment 
proceedings for President Nixon. 


But a vital point in all this Watergate-connected business 


is that it should not close down Congress for everything else. 


Congress can complete work on a series of appropriations 


bills and a foreign aid bill before its December recess. After 
the first of the year, it can complete work on many essential 
bills which have had preliminary work. These include 
decisions on a new urban aids and housing program through 
use of revenue sharing, a bill to protect persons with private 
pension plans, a program to provide federal aids to states 
setting up land use plans and more help for urban mass 
transit. 


In addition, Congress has some work to set its own house 


in order to regain its co-equal status with the executive 
branch. The main job is to come up with a way to keep 
yearly appropriations within an agreed total budget ceiling. 


Again, things need not be as bleak as they seem. Ford as 


vice president could help steer legislation and reach 
compromises because of his standing as the former House 
minority leader. Melvin Laird, the White House chief for 
domestic affairs, can contribute similar qualifications from 
long service in the House before becoming defense secretary 
in the first Nixon term. 


Then, the political process can work for the best. There 


will be congressional elections next November. Democrats 
must guard against being accused of setting everything 
aside to pursue Watergate. As for Republicans, Sen. Peter 
Dominick offered good advice last week in saying the party 
should follow a more independent course from the White 
House. 


Congress can get the job done. Action on domestic 


problems need not become an automatic victim of the 
divisiveness, dismay and deadlock from Watergate. 


Pipeline may have trouble 


What with the nation's energy shortage, now compounded 


by developments in the Middle East, an expectation would 
be that there will be agreement soon on the Alaska pipeline 
bill. But not so. 


Roy Ash, director of the Office of the Budget, has warned 


Congress that the bill may face a presidential veto because 
of amendments tacked on in the Senate. The struggle in 
Congress is one of what the rules call germaneness. And the 
amendments stand as germane, not because of their con- 
tent, but because they still are in the bill after agreement of 
a House-Senate conference committee. 


The amendments would require Senate confirmation of 


the new energy czar, John Love, and the director of the 
Mining Enforcement and Safety Administration; would 
enable the Federal Trade Commission to go into court 
without approval of the Justice Department; and would 
authorize the General Accounting Office to review agency 
requests for information from business. 


Ash said a veto- would be based on constitutional grounds 


for Senate confirmation of the two administrators and on the 
precedent left for other federal agencies to start court action 
independent of the Justice Department. 


The main part of the pipeline bill was a shabby bit of 


business in itself. Faced with environmental challenges to 
the pipeline, Congress just said that by act of Congress there 
no longer were any environmental concerns. 


When that language becomes law, it is all but certain 


there will be a constitutional challenge in the courts -and a 
further delay for the pipeline. 


Congress should cut away the brush in order to move 


closer to the final decision for getting Alaska oil in the safest 
way possible. The Senate amendments can be put in a 
separate bill for a more germane scrap between Congress 
and the administration.

GOP meeting coming at bad time 


MADISON -The Republican state committee 
is taking an obvious and serious risk in issuing 
its call for a full-scale party convention in 
mid-January. 


The purpose is to resolve the running in- 


traparty argument about the rule of the volun- 
teer campaign machinery for the endorsement 
of slates of candidates for statewide office 
nominations. The quarrel has continued for 
years and is likely to become more acrimonious 
as younger people who have no memory of the 
original causes of the practice move in and take 
over control of the apparatus. 


Perhaps up to 3,000 delegates will be eligible 


to attend. But January is not a month that most 
people regard as appropriate for conventions. A 
blizzard or other travel impediments might 
result in such a small attendance as to 
compromise the party posture and surely raise 
doubts about the legitimacy of the decision on 
candidate selection, whatever it may be. 


Dangers of poor attendance 


Even disregarding that hazard, attendance 


will almost surely be below normal. It thus 
would provide a temptation for strong-minded 
persons to assure the attendance of scattered 
delegates from distant counties to control the 
proceedings. Under the convention rules, a 
single delegate from Douglas County, for 
example, could vote the full strength of the 


authorized delegation for his county if the 
others failed to turn up. 


It is likely that such possibilities will occur to 
opponents of the pre-primary ticket making 
practice, as well as those who support it. such 
as the present ruling majority on the state 
committee consisting of district party officers 
who must be presumed to be able to assure the 
attendance of like-minded associates. Notwith- 
standing, the conclusions of a poorly attended 
convention would be a good deal less than 
credible and persuasive, in all likelihood. 


Yet the men and women of the state commit- 


tee had no realistic alternative. The time for 
slate-making preprations is nearing. As Jack 
Olson, the last Republican gubernatorial 
nominee, told the state committee the other 
day. a challenging party needs time to make its 
case. Gov. Patrick Lucey and Lt. Gov. Martin 
Schreiber and others now in high public place 
can withhold formal declarations for six more 
months without damage. Each day provides 
them with publicity and other opportunities that 
are the equivalent of campaigning without 
benefit of formal acknowledgement. 


The state committee was directed by the 1972 


convention to put the endorsement question up 
for review at a convention this year. Under the 
party rules, the regular convention cannot be 
held before May. If the endorsement issue 


remains unresolved until that time, it would 
mean that candidates would be reluctant to 
make themselves known until the decision came 
-and the campaign and accompanying details 
would be deferred accordingly. 


The reluctance would be shown by potential 


candidates who desire convention backing and 
such material aid that it brings as well as those 
who feel they have little chance for convention 
backing and want to run in what they call a 
"free" primary. 
It is apparent that the men and women who 


now compose the party's state executive com- 
mittee, although they include more new faces 
than ever before, believe the endorsement rule 
should be upheld. 


Nevertheless, the discussion about the special 


convention arrangements at their meeting in 
Wisconsin Dells the other day was amicable. 
Their principal concern was that the delegates 
make a final decision, without qualifications or 
loopholes, thus to eliminate a point of friction 
that has become increasingly dangerous and 
divisive. 


In their time of troubles, these district leaders 


clearly desire a truly representative conclusion, 
thus avoiding the acrimony and factionalism 
that can only weaken the party apparatus and 
the prospects for true two-party competition in 
Wisconsin.

Students revolt in Thailand 


The student revolt that quite suddenly caused the downfall 


of the pro-American military regime in Thailand has 
managed to place in control men largely sympathetic to the 
student point of view. But the hard facts of economics are 
bound to cause trouble even though they are not the fault of 
the new leaders. 


Revolutionaries generally become too simplistic in selling 


their wares. Merely getting rid of tyrants or corrupt leaders 
or incompetent ones is supposed to bring instant solutions to 
all problems and cure all national ills. Of course it doesn't 
work out that way. 


There is a considerable store of idealism in Thailand and 


what seems to be a natural optimism. There continues to be 
great enthusiasm among the students and others at the 
universities for the new civilian regime. Even the obvious 
presence of a lot of people in uniform has not been depress- 
ing. 
The new Army commander-in-chief is regarded 
favorably by the tradi tion-m inded Thais. 


But the economic stability of Thailand is probably the key 


issue. This is particularly true of a nation on the edge of the 
chaos that is Indochina and the threat - ideological and 
economic as well as military -of communism close at hand 


Like much of the rest of the world Thailand has been hit 


by inflation, in general price rises have been gradual until 
the last year when they have jumped about 13 per cent. 
Meanwhile economic growth has cut back from 6 to 3U per 
cent. The new government is reported to believe salary 
increases for government workers essential to defeating 
S!H7lSt!2!L~Si,*uch lncreMes W°"W add a further finan- 
cial burden. Military costs, even with U.S. help, remain 
nlgft. 


In a world in which the overthrow of democratic regimes 


SL?liII?22t^ T*s becomi"* depressingly routine, 
Thailand's revolt in the other direction is heartening. But Its 
lowly people have little ml tradition of representative 
government. Ana there is the great danger that the revolu- 
ttan. * riil11* •"P*ct»t>«m will demand more than anyt 
regime can produce. 


Spending a few days in Tulsa not long 


ago, I ran into a news story that sadly 
(and sickeningly) confirmed what I 
recently wrote about Dr. Karl Men- 
ninger's view of our nation's jails. 


It seems that two boys, 15 and 16, 


were held in the county jail for 34 days 
on an "armed robbery" charge. The 
boys were certified by the judge to 
stand trial as adults and were taken to 
jail, where they languished for more 
than a month. 


Subsequently, it turned out that the 


"weapon" they carried was a B.B. gun 
they had been taking turns shooting, 
with which they were accused of taking 
$2.10 from some playmates. 


When the Juvenile Court Judge 


finally learned of this, he promised he 
would take steps to see that there was 
no repetition of such "mistakes." He 
instituted a new system, whereby at- 
torneys in the future must present all 
details of a case at juvenile detention 
hearings. 


"That's where I made my mistake," 


the judge confessed, "in not checking 
out all the facts." If this happens in an 
Oklahoma county court, you can 
imagine what goes on in the crowded 
court calendars of big cities, where poor 
and ignorant defendants are processed 
like cattle. 


At the same time, by a sardonic 


coincidence, an Oklahoma business 
operator was sentenced to one year in 
prison —with parole possible after only 
four months—and no fine assessed, for 
pleading guilty to conspiracy in a fraud 
case that cost investors some $200 
million. 


This man, the head of the notorious 


Four Seasons Nursing Centers of 


America, was involved in the longest 
and one of the biggest investment 
frauds in the nation's history. The 
prosecutors contended that he benefited 
personally by $10 million from the huge 
security swindle, amd had stashed away 
$4 million in a secret Delaware trust. 


As the New York Times remarked in 


an angry editorial, "The U.S. Attorney 
called for 'appropriate punishment' to 
show the public that 'the rich, the 
powerful and the influential must not be 
given preferential treatment over the 
blue-collar worker and common 
criminals." 


Instead, however, the lightest possible 


sentence was imposed upon this 
Oklahoma operator, while two kids with 
B.B. guns were shoved into a rotten, 
festering jail without even an adequate 
hearing, for taking $2.10 from their 
playmates. 


Little wonder our "war on crime" is 


perceived by many as merely a war of 
the powerful against the powerless, and 
"equal justice under law" is regarded 
as just a hypocritically empty phrase.

Zionism one of several groups 


From the beginning, in the last cen- 


tury, Zionism was conceived as a way of 
normalizing the life of European Jews. 
It grew up as ghetto existence was 
collapsing under the impact of modern 
technology and the social ideas of the 
Enlightenment. It competed with two 
other movements which flourished 
among Jews at the same time. 


One of these was assimilation-the 


adoption by Jews of the national 
characteristics of the host countries in 
which they lived. The theory was that in 
time Jews would become Germans, 
Frenchmen, Englishmen or Americans 
who just happened to have a different 
religion. 


The second, competing idea was 


Marxian socialism. The idea here was 
that changes in the patterns of ow- 
nership 
would 
achieve 
complete 


equality including equality for Jews. 


The Zionists subjected both these 


notions to merciless attack. Against 
assimilation they argued it was a half- 
open door which had to move one way or 
another. Either Jews would lose their 
identity entirely, or they would be sub- 
jected to subtle and not so subtle 
discrimination. That critique seemed to 
be vindicated by what happened in 
Germany under the Nazis. 


Against socialism, the Zionists ar- 


gued that it expressed a shallow, 
materialistic view of human life. They 
said that the troubles of the Jews flowed 
from dark caverns in the human 
psyche, not merely ownership of the 
means of production. That view seemed 
to be vindicated by what happened in 
the Soviet Union. 


Needed a Jewish state 


In sharp contrast with these compet- 


ing escape routes, Zionism held out to 
Jews the territorial imperative. The 
Zionists claimed that the one thing Jews 
lacked which everybody else had was a 
honteland of their own. Once a Jewish 
state was in existence, the Jews would 
be like everybody else-normal. 


But now events have called into 


question the central Zionist claim. In 
the hour of crisis, Mrs. Meir and Moshe 
Dayan and all the other leaders of this 
country behaved in the fashion of the 
assimilationist Jews they had so bit- 
terly attacked. 


Moreover, the mere fact of the attack, 


and the continuing Russian supply, 
suggests that the Arab hostility is 
implacable. There may be no normal 
settling down, but only an endless series 
of wars. 


Finally, there was the reaction of the 
rest of the world. Britain, France, Ger- 


many, and the new states of Africa 
which Israel had been cultivating all 
turned a cold shoulder. As a prominent 
Israeli writer, the novelist Amos Oz, gut 
it: 


"They were against us back in 1967, 


when we attacked first. They're against 
us now when our enemy attacked first. 
They're against us whether we're good 
guys or bad guys. That means we're riot' 
normal. We're back where we started." 


Must generate new leaden 


Undoubtedly that assessment is 


exaggerated. But the exaggeration js 
widespread.

He ran up 
against the Green Bay Packers, which 
was what the NFL scheduled dictated, 
but it was a different Packer team 
than the one the rookie Cardinal men- 
tor expected. 


"From the games I have seen of film 


the Packers today were a very fired up 
and improved team. I have to congra- 
tulate them for coming back together 
again," the dejected coach said, and 
added, "I'm sure the Pack is back and 
they are going to win a lot more 
games." 


The fact that Jerry Tagge was the 


Packers starting quarterback did not 
catch Coryell unawares. "We had 
heard on Monday or Tuesday that he 
would start and then we heard that it 
was up in the air. He did a wonderful 
job moving the ball and hit on some 
key passes," he said. 


Coryell also had high praise for 


Packer fullback John Brockington who 
rambled for 139 yards. "He is just a 
great, great back," Coryell said. 


Coryell then turned his plaudits to 


his own team saying, "We are young 
and inexperienced and hurt but we are 
a bunch of fighters. The trouble is that 
we ran up against another bunch of 
fighters out there today. 


Admires own club 


"I had to admire our ball club 


coming back after having everything 
go against them in the first half. If 
would have been easy for them to give 
up." 


In assessing the overall game Coryell 


noted, "Not to take anything away 
from Green Bay, they came out and 


played real well, but we were beating 
ourselves in the first half. We didn't 
make any great changes in the second 
half but we weren't getting as many 
penalties or having as many things go 
wrong. We had to change a little when 
we got behind. We had to gamble 
more. 


"Our defense I thought had a 


tremendous effort in the second half 
and if it wouldn't have been for that 
blocked punt, the fumble and the 
penalties. . ." 


Coryell singled out quarterback 


Jim Hart, who hit on 19 of 30 passes 
for 198 yards and two touchdowns and 
Donny Anderson who rushed six times 
for 39 yards and caught two passes for 
24 yards. 


"I thought Donny played a great 


game. I just wish we could have gotten 
the ball to him more. He's a great 
inspiration to our young players. He is 
suffering from several injuries, a knee 
and a neck injury, but keeps on giving 
his best. He is a tremendous leader. 


"Jim (Hart) played a tremendous 


game. He is a fierce competitor and 
did just a great job," Coryell said. 


The bulk of the St. Louis play calling 


is done from the bench but Hart said 
today he found himself calling more 
audibiles then he has all season. "Most 
of the plays that came in were for 
against a 4-3 defense but they kept 
switching and bringing the strong side 
linebacker up into the line and the 
middle linebacker up over our other 
back, forcing me to change the call," 
Hart said. 


Hart, dejected over the loss, had 


praise for his line. "I had very good 
protection. We felt we cculd get it and 
we had the time to throw," Hart said.

This variation can be as much as two 
degrees without meaning anything in 
particular. Certainly nothing to worry 
about. 


To get right down to figures, a 


temperature as low as 96.5 or as high as 
99.2 can be considered perfectly normal 
—keeping in mind that rest, activity and 
metabolism have their effect at various 
times. 


A variation of a degree or even two 


degrees between people is quite expec- 
table. 


So your readings are weli within nor- 


mal limits, and your 101.4 with the flu 
wasn't out of line for that condition. 


If you want to talk about extremes —

approached — convulsions may occur 
(but not always) at about 106 degrees, 
and brain damage occurs at 108. 


At the other extreme, a person loses 


consciousness at 91 degrees, and heart 
problems develop at about 83.

away. 


Democratic Gov. Patrick J. Lucey is 


expected to seek reelection, and should 
have no trouble getting his party's 
nomination. That could make the 
primary election for attorney general 
the party's most exciting contest in 
September, Earl said. 


Attorney Thomas Jacobson, 35, of 


Milwaukee, whom Warren defeated in 
1970, 
has said he will seek the 


Democratic nomination again. 


Other possibilities include Dist. Atty. 


E. Michael McCann of Milwaukee 
County, former Atty. Gen. Bronson C. La 
Follette who lost a gubernatorial bid in 
1968, and state Rep. Edward Nager of 
Madison. 


Earl said an early candidacy gives 


him a head start in lining up campaign 
finance sources, and could dissuade 
other prospects from entering the race 
and creating a congested primary. 


"The more people in, the more likely 


La Follette will get in the race," Earl 
said. "If it is just Earl and Jacobson, it 
is a pretty tight race." 


Earl said he doubts McCann will 


enroll. 


The Wausau legislator said his upstate 


political base could give him special 
clout in a contest against Nager, La 
Follette and Jacobson. 


"I am the only one to announce for any 


statewide office who is not either from 
Madison or Milwaukee," he said. 


Warren, 48, a former legislator from 


Green Bay, has not officially declared 
his gubernatorial candidacy, but has 
been making numerous political 
speeches. 


The attorney general, emerging from 


the Democratic-dominated 1970 elec- 
tions as Wisconsin's top Republican of- 
fice holder, is also reported keeping a 
job-seeker's eye on federal court 
vacancies.

two conversations did not exist. Today 
a White House lawyer said a subpoenaed 
recording supposedly dictated by Nixon 
did not exist. 


In an announcement, Nixon said he 


has also agreed that a court-approved 
independent expert "employing the 
most advanced technological methods 
can examine all tapes in question for any 
evidence of alteration to the tapes." 


In a four-page statement issued from 


the White House, Nixon said he is taking 


these steps to "help determine the sub- 
stance of all nine conversations sub- 
poenaed by the court."

Stephens asked Patman for the full

$6.6 billion. 


The SBA was created to help small 


businessmen who can't get credit 
through traditional channels. It can lend 
only up to its statutory ceiling, currently 
$4.3 billion, and then is precluded from 
further activity until outstanding loans 
are repaid.

Cllntonville officials order heat reductions

CLINTONVILLE - School district, 


industry, city and other officials report 
that a general lowering of tempera- 
tures in buildings has been effected 
since President Nixon's Wednesday 
night address on the energy crisis. 


A reduction in lighting also was 


noted by several. 


Officials are particularly concerned 


about the Bear Creek schools. Fuel oil, 
the only source of heat there,\is in short 
supply. An emergency will exist if a 
shipment of oil is not received there by 
Wednesday. 


At the Clintonville Community hos- 


pital, heating of administrative offices 
has been reduced to 67 degrees; 
however, all patient areas are main- 
taining pre-Wednesday levels. Lighting 
is being reduced where possible, ac- 
cording to C. Vincent Cassiani, ad- 
ministrator. 


Several housewives report that they 


have set the thermostat down a couple 
degrees. Those having fireplaces or 
some auxiliary source of heating are 
making greater use of them. 


As one housewife said, "I'm glad to 


be able to set the thermostat down to 
68 degrees rather than the usual 72. 


This is comfortable for me, but it 
means my husband will have to dress 
a little warmer." 


A spokesman for FWD Corp., the 


city's largest employer, said that office 
and factory thermostats there were 
lowered to 65 degrees starting Thurs- 
day. 


Another local firm is evaluating what 


actions to take including heat reduc- 
tion and possibly limitations on 
gasoline consumption. The possibility 
of working five days a week, 10 hours 
a day, rather than the present 5^-day 
work week is under consideration. 


At city hall, the temperature was cut 


from the low 70s to between 65 and 68 
degrees. 


The St. Martin Lutheran School is 


operating at a lower temperature and 
a closer watch is being kept on the use 
of lights. 


Daytime temperatures at the St. 


Rose Catholic School had been kept at 
72 degrees but has been lowered to 70 
degrees. The thermostat is turned 
down to 65 degrees for the other hours. 
The school is heated by natural gas. 


The Rev. Aloysius Knier, St. Rose 


pastor, said, "If they close schools 
in the winter, they'd better take away 
the snowmobiles from the children, 


because they certainly will lose more 
fuel than they'd by saving." 


Supt. V. J. Wadleigh of the Clinton- 


ville Joint School District No. 1 reported 
that temperatures are being kept at 72 
degrees in the classrooms during the 
day, but they are being reduced for 
evenings and weekends. Some evening 
activities may be curtailed. 


He said, "In areas like shop and gym, 


where students are active, we have 
already cut the temperature to 68 
degrees. But in classrooms, where the 
sutdents are sitting, particularly in 
elementary schools, we haven't changed

Effects of tte Arab oil embargo were 


not projected for the rest of the year in 
the report, which covered the period 
ending Oct. 31 and underscored the nat- 
ion's increasing dependence on forBgn 
oil supplies. 


Declining domestic production also 


forced U.S. refiners to increase the 
percentage of foreign oil in their total 
supply of crude from 18 per cent in 1972 
to 26 per cent this year. 


The statistical report on supply and 


demand trends was released prior to 
today's opening of the annual meeting of 
the institute that represents all seg- 
ments of the nation's oil and gas in- 
dustry. 


Institute officials said it would be at 


least another week before the country 
would begin to feel sharp effects from 
the Arab embargo. There was a 
minimum of tanker shipment disrup- 
tions through October, they said. 


The report said an estimated 6.07 


million barrels of foreign oil and pet- 
roleum supplies were imported each day 
during the first 10 months of 1973. The 
report gave no breakdown of how much 
of this oil came from any source, but an 
earlier Interior Department report in- 
dicated daily imports of about 1.1 million 
barrels of crude oil and about 500,000 
barrels of products could be traced to 
Arab nations in mid-October. 


The report said domestic refineries 


processed a record 12.5 million barrels 
of crude oil a day the first 10 months this 
year, a 7.4 per cent increase over 1972. It 
said this figure included 3.2 million 
barrels of foreign oil.

Bishops argue over 
ruling on communion 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation's 
Roman Catholic bishops gathered here 
today for'their annual meeting amid 
controversy over a Vatican order to stop 
admitting children to communion before 
they're taught to confess sin. 


Some bishops have protested the 


order, saying they won't heed it pending 
a full discussion by the country's 
educators and bishops. 


Bishop Charles Buswell of Pueblo, 


Colo., says he expects several bishops to 
register "respectful dissent" over the 
directive, and a number have demanded 
full airing of the subject. 


The week-long meeting involves about 


250 bishops, the chief spiritual guides 
and overseers of the country's 48.5 
million Catholics. 


The Vatican directive, issued last 


summer, has resulted in various reac- 
tions and considerable confusion in the 
nation's 165 dioceses, most of which had 
started readying youngsters for first 
communion before introducing them to 
the confessional. 


But the instruction from Rome or- 


dered a return to the old practice of first 
teaching children to confess sins. 


The Rev. Howard Easier, a Brooklyn 


Catholic educator, termed the action "an 
affront to the American bishops.".He 
said it inevitably would cause "rancor, 
confusion, discouragement and dis- 
sent." 


The system of children receiving 


communion, usually about age 7, before 
being introduced to going to confession, 


was begun two years ago experimentally 
with Vatican permission. 


It was based chiefly on educational- 


psychological conclusions that young- 
sters can be made aware of the 
difference between regular bread and 
the sacred bread of communion earlier 
than they can grasp concepts of sin and 
forgiveness'. 


Bishop BusweH says the widely instit- 


uted practice was "based on good 
theology, is rooted on solid findings of 
the behavioral sciences and is an ex- 
cellent pastoral practice." 


The bishops also face action on a 


proposal that communion bread be dis- 
tributed in the hands of worshipers 
rather than be placed on their tongues as 
at present. 


This change has been made in about 20 


countries, and a majority of bishops in 
this country favored it in a previous vote 
Proponents of the change argued that it 
was the church's practice for the first 10 
centuries of Christianity. They say the 
present system of placing the sacred 
elements on the worshipper's tongue 
developed in connection with a distinc- 
tion between clergy and laity in the 
Middle Ages and is no longer 
appropriate. 


However, John Cardinal Carberry of 


St. Louis has circulated a document 
opposing the change, saying it would 
undermine reverence for the sacrament 
and result in practices causing 
"divisiveness, disagreements, unhap- 
piness and distress among the faithful."

That will conclude their training, and 


they'll fly here to prepare for launch 
at 9:36 a.m. EST Thursday. 


"The schedule, while tight, is still 


attainable unless some unforeseen 
event occurs," Schneider told news- 
men.
